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The claims have been renumbered 15-37 according to Rule 1 .126. The request 
for Withdrawal as Attorney has been received. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 15-20, drawn to various compounds and compositions. 

II. Claims 21-36, drawn to a method of treating various conditions with 
various compounds. 

III. Claim 37, drawn to a method of assaying. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the conditions could be 
treated with compounds other than those of Group I. 

Inventions I and II vs. Ill are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). In the instant case the different inventions are separate and distinct because 
the method of assaying of Group III is not related to the compounds of Group I or the 
methods of treating of Group II. 
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Further, each of the compounds would be an independent species. See the 
following. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Each of the compounds and each method of using 
each compound are distinct. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 
of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
